Gemini 9 ^ 
Launch Set 
For May 17 

CAPE KENNEDY. Fla. (AP) 
—Gemini 9 astronauts Thomas 
P. Stafford and Eugene A, Ccr- 
nan will be launched into space 
May 17, the. National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration 
announced today. 

News media have carried 
this date for several weeks. But 
NASA makes a practice of not 
making an official date an- 
nouncement until about 30 duys 
in advance. ' 

During the three-day flight 
the astronauts are to link up 
with an Agena satellite and Cer- 
nan is to take a lengthy space 
walk of about 2>/ 2 hours. 

The flight will be similar In 
many respects to that which 
had been planned for Gemini 8, 
which had to make an emergen- 
cy landing last month when a 
jet thruster stuck open because 
of a short circuit and sent the 
spacecraft spinning wildly in 
space. 

Stafford, an Air Force lieu- 
tenant colonel, and Cernan, a 
Navy lieutenant commander, 
•are- to catch the Agena in the 
, third Qrbit. 

During his space walk, Cer- 
nan 1 will wear a self-contained 
backpack -which will have small 
rockets to help him move about 
at' the end of a tether.

Dr. Thompson said viral 
encephalitis is a virus 
which causes inflammation of 
the brain, afld evidence of this 
was apparent in the mother, 
Mrs. Jose Escobar, but not in 
her son Jose Escobar. Dr. 
Thompson said cultures were 
made from samples taken from 
the infant and until laboratory 
tests prove differently, he must 
presume the child died of the 
same infection which killed his 
mother; 

Dr. Thompson said the child 
was found dead with his face 
facing the floor and his dead 
mother atop of him. Dr. Thomp- 
son said this would indicate, 
but not prove, the child suf- 
focated. He said the exact 
virus which killed Mrs. Escobar 
will not be known until the 
laboratory results come back 
later in Ihe week. Thompson 
said cultures must be grown and 
because of the difficulty in 
growing viruses, this will take 
several days. 

Dr. Thompson said results of 
the culture growth will probably 
prove; the virus to be one of the 
influenza family, "of which there 
are 189 different known types, 
but said he is not just sure which 
one it will be. He said this is a 
form of sleeping sickness, but is 
in no way connected with the 
African sleeping sickness caused 
by the Tse Tse fly. 

He said none of the other 
members of the caravan have 
been quanantined. Although this 
is a communicable disease, ho 
said, it can only he contracted 
upon direct contact with an in- 
fected person. 

Dr. Thompson said mortality 
rates from this particular virus 
are probably very high and no 
cure is known. Mrs. Escobar 
had the disease less than 24 
hours, according to Dr. Thomp-

Massive Nuclear Particle 
Discovered at Laboratory 



CHICAGO (AP) — The most 
massive nuclear particle yet 
known — nearly four times as 
massive as the proton — has 
been discovered by the Argonne 
National Laboratory scientists

Cold weather is in store for the valleys the next couple of 
days. Cold air aloft continues to move into the Intermountain 
Region from Canada. Daytime temperatures today will remain 
mostly in the 45s, considerably lower than we have experienced 
during the past, ^three weeks or so. Daytime temperatures on 
Tuesday will warm . only a few degrees, ' due in most part to 
more sunshine, with readings in the mid 40s into the 50s. More 
warming is forecast for Wednesday in all valleys of Southern 
Idaho.

U .S. Troops 
Arrive in 
Singapore 

SINGAPORE (AP) — U.S. 
troops Irave landed in another 
Asian land, on a peaceful mis- 
sion. 

Despite fears of leftist pro- 
tests, a trickle of American 
servicemen have been coming 
to Singapore since the govern- 
ment's recent decision to wel- 
come about 80 a week for com- 
bat leaves from yict-;Nam. 

So far the program has hardly 
caused a ripple in this island 
state; which has the largest 
British garrison east of Suez. 

The GIs arrive quietly in ci- 
vilian clothes by commercial 
airliner and are hardly distin- 
guishable from other Western 
tourists or residents in Singa- 
pore. 

U.S. officials ndded Singapore 
to the list of rest and recreation 
centers for American forces in 
Viet Nam because the American 
troop build-up has taxed facil- 
ities in Bangkok. Tokyo. Hong 
Kong and other leave cities. 

Some officials, were concerned 
that the Communists might kick 
up demonstrations, but none has 
occurred. 

Once Singapore's Premier 
Lee Kuan Yew condemned U.S. 
intervention, not only in South 
Viet Nam but in the whole of 
Southeast Asia. Last week, re- 
ferring to the Viet Nam war, he 
said: "It is a crime against hu- 
manity. But to say who is com- 
mitting the crime, would be tak- 
ing sides."

Certainly stu- 
dents in the bottom 25 per cent of tKeir 
class scholasticatly will encounter consid- 
erable difficulty in gaining entrance to 
college. And even the top students can't 
afford the luxury of delay in submitting 
applications.

Andr«w Tin» tising and a clutch of other sly 
j.- passes at the fast buck. With 
Goddard In charge, 1 suspect that taking a new 
pill no longer will be quite so dangerous as play- 
ing Russian Roulette. 

Possibly Goddard's chief assitf in his new job 
is his determination to lay the new facts of 
drug-regulation life squarely on the line. In the 
past, there has been such a romantic relation- 
ship between FDA and the industry that some 
drug makers got in the habit of cutting corners. 
Goddard has now set them straight, notably in 
a. speecjLlQ the Pharmaceutical Manufac turers 



Association- in which he charged the industry 
with "thi-disease-of irresponsibility.',' _ 

PEOPLE VS. PROFITS— This is tough talk 
to an industry whose lobbyists exert consider- 
able pressure on a sensitive Congress. But God- 
dard has a green light from President John- 
son, a politician who knows about such pres- 
sures but who apparently has decided that peo- 
ple are somewhat more important than profits 
—in the drug field, if not in such sacred matters 
as the oil industry's 27>/£ per cent depletion al- 
lowance. At any rate, Goddard clearly told 
Johnson this was the "way it was going to be. 

Citizens who occasionally must hock the fam- 
ily jewels to purchase medicine should be com- 
forted by Goddard's reminder to the drug folks 
that at the end of their production line "is a 
human life." As Goddard noted, some in the 
industry seem to have forgotten "that basic 
fact." After all, Goddard said, the prime mis- 
sion of the industry is "to help people get well," 
not pile up record profits for stockholders.

WARY OF "EVIDENCE" — Perhaps more to 
the pragmatic point, Goddard has served notice 
that the FDA will not waste the taxpayers" 
money reviewing data of questionable quality 
submitted for experimental drugs.

WASHINGTON (AP) -r When 
the full story behind, the Budd- 
hists' maneuvering in South 
Viet Nam comes out It may 
prove to be one of the slickest 
pieces of Machiavellianism in 
our time.

The U.S. government doesn't 
seem well-informed on what's 
going on among tho Buddhists 
and what's driving them or, if it 
is, it's keeping the information 
to itself. 

For that reason no one seems 
able to say whether the Budd- 
hist leaders are in a deal with 
the North Vietnamese Commu- 
nists to seize the South Viet- 
namese government, ask the

A mother writes that her 4- 
year-old son awakens at night 
screaming and shaking. He is 
otherwise healthy. She wonders 
whether these spells could be 
a result of his having had con- 
vulsions when he was smaller. 

Night terrors are seen must 
often in children who are be- 
tween ages 3 and 8. The spells 
come on an huor or two after 
the child goes to sleep and 
cause him to sit up, break out 
in a sweat, scream and trem- 
ble. Although Jje clutches his 
mother oc whoever comes to 
him he does not recognize per- 
sons or his surroundings for 
several minutes. 

These attacks usually occur 
in ch ild ren Who are ner vous, 
TrtgnsTruhg or -nj poor health 
but I doubt that one could prove 
that they originated in previous 
convulsive seizures, '■ j.. 

When the child li fully 1 
awakened the mother should 
try to get him to talk about 
what was frightening him, then 
reassure him that everything is 
all right. If the attacks recur 
frequently she should try to" see 
tha~t his waking hours are spent 
in calmer surroundings. 

Children usually outgrow 
these night terrors but then, 
like, the rest of, us, they may 
still hava an occasional night- 




mare. Nightmares are much 
less intense. They may cause a 
child to whimper or cry out in 
his sleep without awakening or 
sitting up in bed. If a night- 
mare does awaken, a child he 
knows where he Is and recog 
nizes the fact that he was 
dreaming. 

Q. My son, 15, has Scheur- 
mann's disease. What causes 
this? Is- It serious? What is the 
treatment? 

A. Epiphysitis (inflammation 
of the growth center of a bone) 
takes several forms. The cause 
is unknown. When it affects the 
vertebrae it is called Scheur- 
mann's disease. Your son will 
outgrow it by the 'time his bony 
growth is complete but until 
ihen he should wear a bra ce. 

Q, We have just been .told that 
our 12-year-old son has epilepsy. 
Was he horp._with it or how did 
he get -it? Can he outgrow it? 

A. Most children with epilepsy 
were born with it even though 
it doesn't manifest itself until 
the child reaches his teens. Al- 
though he will not outgrow the 
disease, methods of controlling 
it have been greatly- Improved 
in recent years. For more de-

He called the U.S. position In 
Viet Nam "shockingly immor- 
al 1 ' and said that if the South 
Vietnamese were ever to choose 
freely a Communist govern- 
ment, the United States should 
support it. 

If you were a Vietnamese and 
heard that — and much more — 
you wouldn't be under any illu- 
sion that Americans were 100 
per cent behind Johnson in 
trying to crush the Communists 
or at least force them to seek 
peace. 

And If you were a Vietnam-

, TRENTON. Ga. (AP) — Res- 
cue squad officials see little 
hope of determining what kind 
of gas set off a cave explosion 
which resulted in three deaths 
and a 10-hour ordeal for three 
young Boy Scouts. 

"Something happened, this we 
know." said Gene Glaze of Chat- 
tanooga, a leader 'In the Tescue 
effort. "There was an explosion^ 
but I'm at a '16ss to say what 
caused it-because the only test 
equipment we hacf was for car- 
bon monoxide." 

Those tests showed a concen- 
tration of "pure carbon monox- 
ide" in a 40-foot-deep pit of 
Howards Cave, where two res- 
cuers died. The third victim, a 
guide for Explorers Post 79 of 
Atlanta, was trapped with the 
three Scouts on a ledge above 
and behind the fumes. 

There was some speculation 
that the explosion may have 
been caused by gasoline fumes 
wich had seeped into the cave. 

Glaze said he understood the 
cave had been posted several 
years ago because of "poison- 
ous gas" within. 

Rusty Mills, about 18, of Mor- 
row, Ga., and Gernie Gilley, 19, 
of Trenton, died after rushing 
Into the blanket of noxious gas 
In a rescue attempt shortly aft- 
er the explosion about 12:30 
p.m. Saturday. Phil Howell, 27, 
of Atlanta, the guide, apparent- 
ly was also killed by the fumes. 

The trapped Scouts, led to 
safety about midnight after the 
cool night air dispelled most of 
tljje- carbon monoxide, were sent 
hdhle after an overnight hospi- 
tal stay. They are Chris Shan- 
non, Y47""Mlkc Strickland.

Q. Several years back I heard 
of real estate syndicates offer- 
ing 10 to. 12 per cent .and even 
higher returns, plus the possibil- 
ity of capital-gains and tax shel- 
ter. Investors were invited to 
put in large or small amounts 
of money in order to buy shares. 

Now that I am in a position 
to enter into such situations, 
J don'r hear about them. Where 
can I inquire -about being put 
on a mailing list of such offer- 
ings? I realize that each such 
sjtyaiioiv-wgutd have to be judg- 
ed" on its own merits. 

A. I'm glad you have that 
realization, because the best in- 
formation about some of the 
hotly-promoted real estate syn- 
dlcatinns ran now— be^iobl 
from district attorneys, state at- 
torney generals and jail war- 
dens - . 

A fair number of those situa- 
tions went bust, amid all kinds 
of scandals. The whole real es- 
tate syndication idea got a big 
black eye. As a result, most 
investors shy away from them. 

This is no rap at all real es- 
tate syndications. Some of them 
turned out very well and have 
kept the people who invested in 
them happy. But syndications 
never attained widespread pub- 
lic acceptance (such as. stocks 
and bonds have) as an invest- 
ment medium. . t 

Look. When any InveswiTjiu 
idea provides a fantastically 
high return, there's no need for 
its promotors to have to spend a 
great deal "of time, money and 
effort looking for investors. Very 
high returns usually signal very 
high danger. 

I advise you to forget about 
being put on mailing lists. If 
you are bound and determined 
to look at syndications, ask for 
information from real estate in- 
vestmeiu people. And investi- 
gate each offering very careful- 
ly- 

Q. I was really shook when 
I received a confirmation 
statement from my broker cov- 
ering my latest investment. Can 
you tell me what the commis- 
sion charge should be on the 
purchase of 300 shares of stock, 
on the American Stock Ex- 
change, at $1.25 a share? 

A. It could be SIS. It might 



be less. But, 
would be $18.

commission charges are on a 
"sliding scale"— the more mon- 
ey involved in each round lot, 
the lower the percentage of 
commission. 

When the amount of money 
involved in each round lot (of 
100 shares) is between $100 and 
S399, the commission is suppos- 
ed to be two per certfe rjlus $3. 
But the minimum commission 
comes into play in your case— 
$6 per transaction. Each round 
lot is counted for these pur- 
poses. 

So, you probably paid a $6 
commission charge on the pur- 
chase of each 100 fchares— a to- 
$18 rnmmissioh on a $375 

purchase. 

You buy stock, at $1.25 a 
share and call it an "invest- 
ment." You had better add 
some question marks to your 
description. 

Q. I have had some Series E, 
U.S. Savings Bonds for more 
than 20 years. 1 keep receiving 
differ e _n t information about 
them. One person tells me that 
1 should cash the bonds in be- 
cause they are so old they no 
longer draw interest. I'm con- 
cerned. Is this right or wrong? 

A. Dead wrong. All E bonds 
now held by the public . con- 
tinue to accumulate (build up) 
interest. To get all your ques- 
tions answered, I urge you to 
go to your local bank and ask 
for the officer in charge of sav- 
ings bonds who works there.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Republican Senatorial Cam 
paign Committee is preparing to 
give the back of its hand to GOP 
candidates runhing as segrega 
tionists in the South. 

Sen. Thruston B. Morton of 
Kentucky, who heads the com- 
mittee, said In an interview that 
party senatorial candidates who 
try to outdo Democratic oppo- 
nents on the racial issue will get 
a bare minimum of financial aid 
from his group. 

What is even more important. 
Morton will decline to channel 
donations from individual party 
contributors to such candidates 
Individuals can contribute up to 
$5,000 for a single contest. 

By tradition, • the committee 
.gives all Republican nominees 
" some campaign money. For the 
average candidate this will be 
$5,000 or more — for the segre- 
gationists $1,000 or less. 

"I think It is shortsighted for 
any Republican running in the 
South to line up with the ra- 
cists, " Morton said. "We may 
win a couple of seats with such 
candidates this year, but we will 
lose in the long haul. 

"I am hopeful these people 
will see the facts of life and ap- 
peal to the Negro voters to take 
their place in the party of the 
Lincoln tradition. We must go 
after the Negro vote In the 
South, as well as In the North."
